The Story of Three Church Members (2 Timothy 4:10-11) 
Proposition: Every person can learn specific lessons for their life by 
following the story of the three characters mentioned in our text. 

I. Demas: He was Seduced by his Surroundings (Vs. lOa-c) 

A. Surroundings that Produced a Loving of Life (Vs. lOb-c) 

B. Surroundings that Produced a Leaving of the Lord (Vs. 10a) 

II. Luke: He was servant to his Sovereign (Vs. 11a) 

A. A Servant of Low Degree (Vs. 11a) 

B. A Servant of Diligent Labor (Vs. 11a) 

III. Mark: He was Salvaged from his Stumble (Vs. llb-c) 

A. Rejected for a Stumble (Vs. lib) 

B. Restored from a Stumble (Vs. lie) 
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1) ...their life by following the story of the three characters 
mentioned in our text. 


2) ...dread of future events. Just focus on how someone can live a 
good life here and now. Some scholars believe that Thessalonica 
was his home town. A place of comfort and familiarity. But Jesus 
said Matthew 6:19-21 Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: But lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor steal: For where your treasure 
is, there will your heart be also. Matthew 16:24 Then said Jesus 
unto his disciples, If any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and follow me. 


1) ...with many Dr. Luke's who labor in the shadows and behind the 
scenes. Who bind up the wounds and sorrows of others and 
never claim a moment of notoriety for them selves. An 
exemplary servant of God. 


2) ...who yielded his talents to God. How is the church being 
helped by you? How are the needs of others being met by you? 
Who is going to go to heaven because of you? 
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1) ...been a christian for any length of time then you know the 
sting of failure. You may have even been rejected because of 
that failure. Paul had every right to be suspect toward Mark. The 
reputation of the Lord Jesus Christ is at stake! But take heart 
John Mark... 


2) 2 Timothy 2:21 If a man therefore purge himself from these, he 
shall be a vessel unto honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master's use, and prepared unto every good work. 


3) ...grace! God used Mark to write the Gospel of Mark. What a 
privilege for a one time backsliden missionary wash out. You 
may not write a gospel but you are required to live one: "You 
are writing a gospel a chapter a day, By all that you do and all 
that you say. Men read what you write, whether faithless or 
true, Say what is the gospel according to you!"
